Then, as to the Convocation, the Clergy can't meet with- 
out the King's Writ ; and when met can t go about any Bu- 
lincfs without he empowers them ; nor can their Refolu- 
aj Hm. VIII, tioni have the Force of a Canon without the Royaf Aflent ; 
C^ jp, nor then neither if contrary to the Laws and CuftoMs of 

the Realm, or to the Prerogative : And their Canons oblige 
only the Clergy, whom the King's Injunibions equally 
bind. 

Thus the Law ftands at prefcnt, and this is the Suprema- 
cy the Clergy have fworn to defend and aflift, and conic- 
quently wiihoutdireftPcrjary, can't claim any Power but 
what is deriv'd from the Crown. 

On the contrary, the Frtil/yteriam matmain'd. That by the 
Laws of the Gofpel, the Magiftrarc as well as the People , 
■ were as much fubjeftin all Chuich Matters to thejuriwi- 
ftion of the Clergy, as they were to him in all Temporal 
Things; and that the Laws which pretended to curb the 
Power of the Clergy in Chprch Matters were null and voiii. 
as incroaching on the Kingdom of CHRIST, and the Di- 
vine Right of his Miniftcrs,- But all they ^ot by aflerting 
this Dottrine, tho' Ihey have writ an iniimte number of 
Books in defence of it, was to be called by the Church, p£,a. 
tiatickr -, that is, Eathajiafit and Mad-tntn : And our Clergy, 
from the Reformation down to the Revolution, forthe IaJ:e 
of this DoftrJne, always joyn'd them with the PafiJIt; and 
call'd Preslytety as great a Tyranny as Ptptrjr.

This was the Orthodox, cry, and thus the Clergy preach tl 

every where till the Revolution. 

Had not the contrary Notion^ be^n generally thought ve- 
ry ridiculousf nay, appeared fo atfiifl fight, we Ifaou'd ne- 
ver have found them in the Dijfsntert Sajingi, writ on pur- 
afc by LEftrange to expofe them to the Nation. Under the 
-lead of the Power of the JCiri, amongf^ a great many o-
